THE CONGRESS. 
GREECE. 

Lonpox, March 18.—In the House of Com- 
mons, Sir Stafford Northcote confirmed the re- 
port that Russia bad not refused to admit 
Greece to the Congress, but merely raised the 
question as to the footing on which the Greek 
representative should be admitted. 

ENGLAND’S POSITION. 

Vienna, March 18.—Advices from Vienna 
published in Paris state that England Bas re- 
fused to take part even in the preliminary con- 
ference of Ambassadors until Russia has given 
a formal engagement that all the clauses of the 
treaty be submitted to the Congress. Prince 
Gortechakoff, in reply, merely reiterated his 
promise that the full treaty will be communi- 
cated to the Powers, 

WILL NOT BE BOUND. 
Loxpos, March 19—5 8. m.— The Times says 
the latest phase of the difference between Rus- 
sia and Engiand seems to be that Russia, while 
admitting the right of the Congress to discuss 
all the points ot the treaty, declines to be ultt- 
mately bound by the decision of the majority of 
the Powers. 
WILL ALLOW NO INTERFERENCE. 

A well-informed St. Petersburg correspond- 
nt states that Russia will not allow interfer- 
ence with the points concerning the war indem- 
nity, Armenia, and Bessarabia. 

NO PRELIMINARY CONFERENCB. 
Lonpow, March 19—5 a. m.—A Paris corre- 
spondent states that the proposal to convene a 
preliminary Conference to settle the programme 
for the Congress has been generally coldly re- 
ceived as unnecessary. 

NO PROGRESS. 

Lonpow, March 19—5 a. m.—A Vienna dis- 
patch says the misunderstanding between Rus- 
sia and England has made no progress what- 
ever towards a satisfactory settlement. 

SHOULD BE CONSULTED. 

Lowpon, March 19—5 a. m.—A Vienna corre- 
spondent states that all the Powers agree that 
Greece cannot well be admitted to the Congress 
on the same footing as the signatory Powers, 
but she should be consulted on ali matters con- 
corning the interests of the Greek race. 

AUSTRIA. 
CONFIDENCE IN THE MINISTRY. 

Loxpox, March 18.—A special from Vienna 
says: The minority of the Budget Committee 
of the Austrian Delegation, though voting 
against the credit, gave notice of a resolution 
declaring their readiness to make even greater 
sacrifices for the protection of national intcrests. 
The minority also expressed confidence in the 
policy of the Ministry.“ 

THE AUSTRIAN DELEGATION. 

Visnwya, March 18.—At a public sitting of the 
Hungarian Delegation to-day, almost all the 
speakers declared they would vote in favor of 
the credit, but expressed hopes for a peaceful 
solution. 

The debate was adjourned until to-morrow. 

The Austrian Delegation to-day ata full sit- 
ting granted the demand of the Minister of 
War for $657,000 florins for military stores.

CENTRAL AMERICA, 
WILL DEMAND SATISFACTION. 

Panama, March 9.—The German war-vessels 
Elizabeth and Ariadne are now here, and the 
Medusa at Aspinwall, awaiting orders to pro- 
ceed to Nicaraugua and demand satisfaction 
for the outrage committed a year ago upon 
Eisenstuck, German Consul at Leon. Von 
Bergen, Minister from Germany in Central 
America, arrived here yesterday from Guate- 
mala, it is supposed to confer with the ficet as 
to their future movements. Another vessel 
of-war is daily expected, which will complete 
the squadron. 


WAR EXPECTED. 

The political news from Central America is 
unfavorable. Costa Rica and Guatemala are 
both preparing for war. The President of Costa 
Rica has purchased a steamer in San Francisco, 
and had her fitted out as a man-of-war, and hes 
sent to Europe for a large supply of arms. He 
is determined at any cOst and by any means to 
catty out his scheme of a Central American 
Confederation, and the President ot Guatemala 
is equaily determined to oppose him. 


THE BRITISH NAVY. 
ITS STRENGTH IN 1878. 
New York Sun. 

The naval power of the United Kingdom is 
just now invested with such peculiar interest, 
that it becomes worth while to define the ex- 
tent and character of that fleet which must 
always constitute the main factor of Enugland’s 


fighting strength, premising that a large share 
of the recent supplemental credit has been de- 


voted to naval purposes, although the regular 
appropriation for 1877 exceeded $56,000,000. 

At the last date covered by official reports— 
Dec. 31, 1876—the British war fleet was com- 
posed of 241 vessels in commission. The num- 
ber of men employed in the service was not less 
than 60,000, including upward of 33,000 sailors 
and 14,000 marines. We need not say that the 
most important division of the force is made up 
of armored ships. Of these at the date men- 
tioned there were fifty-eight, from which agg re- 
gate, however, should be deducted three con- 
structed specially for colonial defense, and eight 
considered too old or too badly built to put to 
sea, leaving, therefore, a net total of forty-seven 
irov-clads.. Without running through the 
catalogue of names, we may say that this list 
includes vessels of ail dimensions, from the In- 
flexible, of more than 11,000 tons, whose sides 
are thirty-nine inches thick, three-fifths of which 
thickness is represented by iron plates, and 
which carries four cannon, each of eighty-one 
tons weight, besides steam-engines of 8,000 
horse-power, to the Favorite, the smallest iron- 
clad under the English flag, whose armor is only 
four inches thick, but which in any other navy 
would be a formidable craft, having a capacity 
of more than 3,000 tons, engines of 1,700-horse- 
power, and an armament of ten 9-ton guns. 

Such was the state of things at the beginning 
of last year . Let us now see what progress was 
made during the next twelvemonth. Accord- 
ing to the programme put forward by the First 
Lord of the Admiralty, six iron-clads were to be 
finished during 1877, and all the unarmored ves- 
sels then on the stocks were to be brought nigh 
to completion. It was promised, moreover, 
that a pew iron-clad of the first clase should be 
begun, together with a ram of sufficient power 
to cope with certain redoubtable engines of war 
said to be building in continental harbors, and 
in addition, an unarmored corvette, a sloop, and 
two sailing vessels. In a word, the Minister 
undertook at during the financial term of 
18777 the national yards should add to the 
fleet more than 14,000 tons, while private con- 
tractors were to build for Government account 
almost half as much again. 

Nothwithstanding its inability to completely 
fulfill the above programme, the English Gov- 
ernment has added a g 20d deal to the veritable 
solidity of its naval force. Four colossal ſron- 
clads were finished and sent to sea in 1577,— 
namely, the Thunderer, the Dreadnaught, the 
Alexandra, and the Temeraire. One of these, 
the Thunderer, ought to have been ready for 
service much earlier, but on the day when it 
was to make a trial trip one of its boilers ex- 
ploded, causing an amount of damage whiich it 
required six months to repair. Be 8s the two 
engines of 6,000 horse power which move its 
screw, there are on board this vessel twenty- 
six other steam engines, and a hydraulic ma- 
chine for the management of the belm, the 
revolving turre and other parts of the 
apparatus. The Thunderer is covered with 
plates about fourteen inches thick, and carries 
four cannon, each weighing thirty-eight tons. 
Its mean speed ig said to be thirteen and a half 
knots. Besides armored ships of this character, 
the English Admiralty has lately constructed a 
number of vessels not plated, and furnished 

with a relatively light armament, but designed 
to show exceptional — 1 — qualities. Some

UP to the present 
time Italy alone has gone a little further in this 
direction, having furnished some of her armor- 
ed ships with 100-ton cannon. We understand, 
however, that the famous English engineer is 
now constructing for Government account a 
cannon of 150 tous. But whatever may be the 
slight superiority of a few isolated pieces, as in 
the case just named, there is little doubt that 
the British iron fleet, taken collectively, both as 
regards weight of armament and defensive 
power, isa match for the joint naval forces of 
all the rest of the world. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
REVOLUTION At PORT AU PRINCR. 
Havawa, March 18.—A telegram from Jamal- 
ca says a revolution took place at Port au Prince 
during the absence of the President. Tauls, at 
the head of 1,000 followers, attacked the Palace, 
arsenal, and fort, and succeeded in capturing 
the fort.

ANDERSON. 
The Supreme Court of Louisiana Orders His 
Discharge. 

New Orveans, La., March 18.—The Supreme 
Court this morning was crowded with members 
of the Bar, politicians, and other persons 
anxious to hear the decision in the case of the 
State vs. Thomas C. Anderson, convicted in the 
Superior Criminal Court for publishing as true 
forged and counterfeit election returns from 
the Parish of Vernon. Chief-Justice Manning 
read a very lengthy opinion in the case. After 
reviewing the charge, verdict, and seutence of 
the Court, he took up two of the exceptions as 
being the only ones necessary to consider in 
rendering a judgment. These were, that there 
had been no preliminary examination, and that 
it is not the practice to prosecute by infor- 
mation.“ Both exceptions wore dismissed; the 
first on the ground that a preliminary examins- 
tion is not essential, and the second that prose- 
cution by information had been a common rule 
in criminal prosecutions for many years. The 
exceptions to the drawing of the jurv were also 
dismissed on the grounds that a violation of the 
spirit of the law is not pretended. 

Relative to the offense itself, the Court gave 
an abstract of the Election law detailing its re- 

utrements. The exact method prescribed in 
the law was fully described. The record offered 
in evidence did not conform with that men- 
tioned in the ifnformation. The document 
offered was the consolidated statement 
certified by the Register of Voters, and 
not the original returns, and the statute 
of our State does not attach much value to this 
consolidated statement. The origival returns 
not being altered would not change the result 
of the election and interfere with the interest of 
the people. The paper offered in evidence is not 
the paper charged as being forged. In order to 
be a forgery, an instrument which it is alleged is 
falsified must, if true, be legally capable of com- 
mitting a fraud. Nowhere in law is 4 consoli- 
dated return required as a declaration of the re- 
sult, and ita alteration or modification can in no 
way affect the election. If every consolidated 
return were forged, and the Keturning Board 
complied with the law, and made theirstatement 
from the Commissioners’ returns, no injury 
could result. It does not appear that any paper 
has been forged that is calculated, with a com- 

liance with the law, to change the result. it 
the essence of the crime that it should be 
committed by a public officer, and on a docu- 
ment which would change the result of the 
elections. This was not done. 

The letter of John Sherman, Stanley Mat- 
thews, and others, which appeared in the record 
was alluded to by the Chief Justice, who stated 
that should it be treated by the public in like 
manner as that of a member of the House of 
Commons who attempted to influence the de- 
cision of the Court in the Tichborne case. 

It was ordered that the verdict of the jury be 
set aside and reversed, and prisoner discharged 
from custody. 

New ORrLeAns, March 18.—The decision of 
the Supreme Court to-day virtually ends the 
prosecution against the members of the Return- 
ing Board. The order of the Court, however, 
ordering the discharge of Gen. Anderson, does 
not release him at once, the State having five 
days in which to file an application for a rehear- 


ing.

VID NOT ACCEPT THE PROPOSITION. 

The controverev so far as the House Commit- 
tee goes is, at least for the present, ended, but 
the subject is not to rest there. It is expected 
that the Senate Committee will take up the 
question, and the real truth ot extraordinary 
statements made and already partially admitted 
may then be revealed. Depew, attorney of the 
New York Central Road, and J. B. Dutcher, its 
Live-Stock Superintendent, represented that 
company. Blanchard, Vice-President of the 
Erie Railroad, spoke for that road. Following 
is a bricf abstract of the testimony: Depew 
first called T. C. Eastman, the largest 
stock dealer in the United States, who 
testified that the charges as to cruelty were 
untrue; that it was contrary to the interests 
of shippers to have bruised or feverish meat 
put upon the market.

that two or three out of the bundred are 
bruised and unfit to ship to Europe. in which 
case they are sent to the Washington market. 
Eastman protested against the palace-car 
system as impracticable. Eastman is one of 
the originators of the scheme of shipping cattle 
to Europe, and he, in connection with Sam 
Allerton, claims that they deserve great credit 
from the West for having overcome the preju- 
dices of the English beef-caters. They insist 
that they have increased the price of cattle in 
America $1 per hundred by creating this new 
outlet. The railroad men insisted it was im- 
practicable to transport cattle at the samefspeed 
as passenger-traine. The additional cost of the 
increased speed was of itself an oojection that 

COULD NOT BE OVERCOME. 

Depew then made a general argument for the 
railroad men. Hetook the ground that there is 
no such thing as railroad monopoly; that the 
railroads are *entirely the creatures of the 
States; that the Granger legislation showed it. 
Depew said the arguments before the Commit- 
tee bad been, first, against cruelty to animals, 
and, second, in favor of palace cars. There had 
been no great evil proved, and far more, pro- 
ducers had made no complaints. He saw 
that the priucipal accusations were made by 
Kusling, whom he characterized as a hay specu- 
lator of the Erie Railroad. The existence of 
the Eveners’ Ring, however, 

DEPEW ADMITTED 
substantially in the very terms as charged in 
Rusling’s testimony last week. The only dif- 
ference was that Depew insisted that the even- 
ers’ combination was an advantageous arrange- 
ment for all the Western shippers; that it was 
of special advantage to the raliroads, as it se 
cured the equal distribution of freight to all. It 
was simply a contract with certain gentlemen 
to control the live-stock freight.

PHILADELPHIA.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 18.—There is 
much excitement among the Irish ettizens of 
Philadelphia, in view of an incident of the St. 
Patrick's-Day parade. It is well known that 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians, which has 
been in some parts of this State a mere synonym 
for the blood-thirsty mollie Maguires, has been 
denounced by the Roman Catholic authorities, 
and affiliation with it forbidden under penalty 
of the extreme displeasure of the Church. It 
is not claimed that the branches of the Order 
in this city had any guilty knowledge 
of the crimes of the Mollie Maguires, 
but the ban pronounced against it has 
never been removed. There was surprise, there- 
fore, when the Order turned out in great force 
to-day as a part of the regular St. Patrick's 
Day procession with the ovher societies. This 
one, numbering over 1,000, passed the Cathedral 
and Archiepiscopal residence for review by the 
Archbishop. Archbishop Wood, although in 
delicate health, appeared and remained while 
the Total Abstinence and Benevolent Societies, 
and kindred organizations of one sort and an- 
other under protection of the Church, passed 
by, but, ‘when the Hibernians came along, he 
deliberately turned his back upon them, 
and went into the house. Apother mo- 
ment, and there was not a clergyman to 
be seen, and che Hibernians, who were about 
850 in number, marched py unrecognized. Not- 
withstanding this rebuke, many of them, iu- 
cluding most of the marshals and aids, heid off 
their hats in passing, but not a face was up- 
turned to the Archbishop’s house. The Order 
had sympathizers among;the — 1 howev- 
er, and hundreds of appiauding hands kept the 

in a din until the last rank of the Ancient 
O of Hibernians had passed the Cathedral. 
The rebuke was so marked that everybody 
observed it, and none more than the mortitie 
Hibervians, and it is the talk of the city 
to-night. In justification of the Archbishop it 
is recalled that, jn December, 1875, he formally 
excommunicated the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians in a circular, from which the following 
plain language is taken: 

As we know from the most reliable sources, and, 
indeed, of our own personal knowledge, that most 
insidious efforts have been made, and are Deing 
made, in many parts of our diocese, and probabiy 
throughout the whole country, to blind and de- 
ceive the faithful, and to entangle them into the 
meshes and shackles of these unlawful 
and forbidden societies, it our 
duty to call to the of 
our people the action of the Church ſn this matter 
to warn them from any alliance with them, an 
earnestly to exhort all who may have violated this 
prohibition of the Church to leave those evil asso- 
ciations, and. by a speedy and eincere penance, 
seek reconciliation with tae Church. To say noth- 
ing about the Masons, Odd-Fellows, Sons of Tem- 
perance, etc., about whose condemnation no doubt 

these societies are known as the 
} Brotherhood, lately cundemned by 
the Bishops of Ireland. the Fenian Brotherhood, 
whose efforts to regate numbers to their 
association in this city are unscrupulous and 
unceasing, and the Mollie otherwise the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians, or the Buckshow, 
and various others whose spirit is equally ob- 
jectionable, and whose names seem to be selected 
rather to conceal than to indicate the object of 
their association. We admonish all our reverend 
clergy affectionately to instruct and warn their 
flocks, calling to their minds the spirit of docility and 
obedience which shoald animate them, and the 
holy alacrity with which they should labor to 
conform themselves in 3 things to the 
commands and desires of the Church, and to 
avoid with the§most scrupulous care all that she 
disapproves and condemns: to place before them 
on the one hand the rewards and biessings whica 
will follow such a course, and, on the other hand, 
the true character of extreme ecclesiastical cen- 
sure which a contrary mode of action will precipi- 
tate upon them.

Legislative Report on the Lawlessness in the 
South western Counties, 
New Orieans Times. 

We reproduce, from the Winona (Miss.) Ad- 
vance of the 8th inst., the report of the Out- 
rage Committee,“ the Hon. A. B. Hurt, Chair- 
man, appointed by the Mississippi Legislature 
to investigate the alleged lawlessness in Amite, 
Pike, Franklin, and Lincoln Counties, in that 


State: 

Your Special Committee appointed to investigate 
alleged state of lawlessness in the southwest coun- 
ties, have given the subject that careful and delib- 
erate consideration which its greet importance 
demands. We have summonca and taken the 
testimony of intelligent and reliable persons livin 
in Amite and Pike Counties. We have also ha 
before us the testimony of a number of parties 
taken before officers in the countics in question, 
and numerous private letters. From these various 
sources of information, it bas been ascertained 
that, since the early part of last fall, there bas 
been more or less lawiessness existing in the Coun- 
ties of Amite, Pike, Franklin, Lincoin, and some- 
times spreading to adjoining counties, manifesting 
itself. Persons going about at night. leaving 
threatenin notices, whipping, and some- 
times illing persons, and 
ing houses. Your Committee 
sought diligently for a cause forthis state of af- 
fairs, but are unable to arrive at any conclusion, 
other than the genera] financial depression of the 
country. Weare satisfied, however, that the par- 
ties engaged in the lawlessness are not influenced 
by political considerations; itis rathera spirit of 
Agrarianism, a consequence, as it appease, of the 
unforturate financial managemnet of the people 
who have seen their homes and other property 
pass, under mortgage and deeds of trust, into 
other hands. A few years these counties 
were as prosperoas, independent and law-abiding 
as any section of the State. The system of agri- 
culture, of making cotton ata low figure to pur- 
chase the necessaries of life at high prices, has 
caused their condition to grow from bad to 
worse, until these people have become de- 
epondent and have given way to unfortanate 
and deplorable Commanistic feeling. Such 
a question as is here presented is by no means a 
new one. Itisaeubject that has from time to 
time pussled our wisest stateemen in different 
parts of our common country. The Committee de- 
sire to emphasize the fact that this questron has 
nothing to do with ties. These lawless per- 
sons have no animosity towards the colored peo- 
ple, for evidence of which your Committee refer to 
the disavowale on this subject made in the many 
anonymous notes and letters scattered over the 
country by these men to terrify and alarm the peo- 

le. Their object seems to be a desire to drive off 

he laborers and tenants of the land-holderg, and 
not to injure the laborers themselves. It is a spirit 
of Communism in its incipiency, which, in the 
opinion of your Committee, will demand vigorons 
and immediate action on the part of every lawfully 
constituted authority of the Government, if law 
— order are to be restored to that section of the 

tate. 

We are happy to state the lawlesences by no 
means prevails throughout these counties, but is 
confined to certain lvcalitics. Sy far the larger 
portion and the better class of the people are de- 
sirous that law and order should prevail, and are 
5 and willing to co-operate with the authori- 
ties in putting down the violators of the law. The 
Committee has ascertained further that the courts 
and proper officers are diligent in the attempt to 
enforce the law in these counties, and it is no fault 
of theirs that this condition of affairs exist. The 
great difficulty is that these lawless persons go 
about at night and keep so well concealed and have 
witnesses usually so terrified that it is almost im 
possible to — them t justice. The officers. 
aided by good citizens, are doing all that is ,ossi- 
ble under the peculiar circumstances to put an end 
to this unfortunate state of affairs, bat thus far 
have been unsuccessful). 


Your honorabie body haataken one step in the 
right direction by making an appropriation to en- 
able the Government to call out the military power 
of the State in the event it should become neces- 
sary. The Committee, as @ partial remedy to 
meet the case, recommend the passage of the ac- 
companying bil), and, being at & great loss to 
know what further to do. would most earnestly be 
the advice and earnest thought of every member o 
the Legislature on this grave question in this mo- 
ment of supreme Democratic rule in Mississippi.

Fifty Thousand Colored People Anxious to 
Settle in the Land of Their Origin. 
By Telegraph to New York Her 

PHILADELPAIA, March 13.—The 8 
of a meeting of the Penusylvanta Colonization 
Society managers indicate that there is a very 
general desire on the part of the freedmen in 
some parts of the South to return to Africa. 
William Coppinger, Corresponding Secretary of 
the Amerivan Colonization Society, was present 
at the meeting from Washington, D. C., and 
furnished for examination numerous letters 
from freedmen, received since Jan. 1, earnestly 
asking for aid to reach Liberia. In most cases 
the applicants offer a portion of the expense of 
the passage, and in some cases one-half. The 
requests come from Massachusetts, Pennsylva- 
nia, Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Arkan- 
sas, Louisiana, and Texas. These applications, 
made within two months, and from twelve 
States, and from persons claiming to represent 
more than 50,000 freeedmen, manifest a very 
deep and growing desire to reach the land of 
their ancestors, and there to build up the Re- 
public of Li _ which closely resembles Great 
Britain and the United States in laws, language,

The masters reserved the lion’s 
share for the taxes and church rates, so that 
the workmen really received a very small 
amount, and were poor indeed. This class made 
up the t part of the population. The num- 
ber who gid know anything about refinement 
was very small, and they were about as fanatical 
asthe rest. With the revolution of 1857, the 
powerand sway of the Church of Rome was 
abridged. Vast quantities of old, yaluable pro 
erty were confiscated, and sold for almost noth- 
ing. The masses of the people were opposed to 
tne Church party,—sometimes cailed the Maxi- 
milian party,—and there was some encourage- 
ment to hope that that party never again would 
gain the ascendancy.

Crtiiicorag, March 16.—Mrs. R. B. Hayes, 
the wife of the President of the United States, 
accom panied by her son, several of her cousins, 
and Miss Platt, the President’s niece, arrived 
here at 2 o'clock this moruing. per Baltimore & 
Obio Railway, from Washington. The party 
came in a special Pullman car, and enjoyed the 


trip very much, 

To-night your correspondent called upon 
Mrs. Hayes, at the residence of her aunt, Mrs. 
William Mekell, at the corner of High and 
Water streets, where she is stopping for the 
present. The house isa plain, unpretentious 
two-story brick, with a wooden portico in front, 
butis as cozy and neat inside as the most 
fastidious could desire. I found the dis- 
tinguished lady looking remarkably well, and 
I was received by her with that cordiality and 
gentieness that are so characteristic of 
ber nature, and that have so endeared 
her to all who have the good fortune to know 
her. She was much amused, and not at all dis- 
pleased, at the idea of the Znquirer having sent 
a representative to learn from her own lips just 
where she intended to visit, and whom, during 
her present trip West, and she gave me the de- 
sired information without the slightest hesitancy.

The Common Council last evening passed 
an ordinance requiring the street-car com- 
panies to pay a yearly license fee of $50 per 
car. The revenue to be realized from this 
source is estimated at about $30,000, while 
it is asserted that the new system will cost 
the people of the West Division $75,000 per 
annum, as the Company, in order to make 
up for the license exaction, will discon- 
tinue its present practice of selling 
twenty-five-ride tickets for $1, and will 
charge five cents a ride invariably. Another 
effect of the ordinance, which its supporters 
in the Council have probably not considered, 
will be to reduce the number of cars run at 
hours when the convenience of the public re- 
quire an extra supply. It would have been 
well for the Council to have considered be- 
fore deciding to impose the license tax 
whether it will not after all operate as a di- 
rect tax upon the people and not upon the 
street-car companies.

The appointment of Omaries Francis 
Apams, Jr., as one of the Government Di- 
rectors of the Union Pacific Railroad, is a 
most commendable and fit selection of the 
right man for the right place. Mr. Apams 
has made the influence of the Railroad Com- 
mission of Massachusetts felt in every part 
of the United States, and his annual reports 
to the Legislature are altogether the most 
important and valuable contributions to the 
science and philosophy of railway manage- 
ment that this country has produced. In 
the new field to which he has been invited 
by the President, his abilities and experience 
will, we are convinced, prove highly ad- 
vantageous to the public service. The re- 
lations of the Government to the Pacific 
Railways are now undergoing examination in 
Congress, and the appointment of Mr. Apams 
indicates that the Executive intends to co- 
operate with the Legislative branch of the 
Government in making it thorough.

THE TARIFF. 
The Ways and Means Committee have 
finally agreed upon a bill, which, however 
unsatibfactory to each member, is considered 
by a majority so faran improvement upon 
the existing law as to induce them to report 
the measure. The inability of Congress to 
take up and deliberately discuss and mature 
a Tariff law is one of the painful evidences 
of the extent to which personal interests con- 
trol national legislation. Even in England, 
a measure to reduce the duty on cheap Span- 
ish wines, so as to enable them to be used as 
a beverage in place of spirits and other aloo- 
holic drinks, has perplexed the British Par- 
liament ever since 1869. The propriety and 
sound policy of placing mild beverages with- 
in the purchasing means of those who con- 
sume the health-destroying spirits are ad- 
mitted, but the measure itself is opposed by 
the distilling, and the brewing, and other 
local imterests, and no Ministry has yet 
dared to propose the change so long needed. 

How much stronger is the case in this 

country, where every line of the tariff, 
whether it provides a tax or admits an arti- 
cle free; represents a special interest! Our 
tariff is a patchwork of special legislation. 
It is written in the interest of individuals, 
co ions, classes, and proprietors of 
specialti Thus, mustard, which ought to 
pay a duty, is admitted free of duty in the 
seed. Ground mustard, however, imported 
in bulk, is taxed 10 cents a pound, and, if in 
tin or glass packages, is taxed 14 cents a 
pound. Now, look at this arrangement. 
The men who have spice mills in cities are 
protected from the competition of imported 
ground mustard; the law gives them a 
margin of 10 cents a pound for grinding. 
But then comes in the glass-manufacturer, 
who is protected to the extent of 4 cents per 
glass bottle, and the tin-can maker, who is 
protected to the extent of 4 centsacan. It 
will be seen that the tariff on mustard is ar- 
ranged not with any reference to the rev- 
enue, but to meet the special interests of the 
men having spice-mills, and of those who 
make glass jarsand tin cans. This is but an 
illustration of the whole Tariff act; it is a 
string of special provisions, inserted for the 
special benefit of some particular persons or 
classes. Some years ago, eyelets were made 
by various processes and persons, and the 
duty was 6 cents per thousand. Some proc- 
ess was invented, however, by which the 
manufacture became a monopoly, and forth- 
with Congress, through the procuration, we 
think, of Joux Suxzreman, fixed the tax at 35 
per cent, which tax has ever since been paid 
by all manufacturers and consumers. 

The sole object and purpose of a tariff, as 
well as of any other form of taxation, is to 
produce revenue. The Constitution authorizes 
the imposition of no tax, of any kind or 
description, except a tax for revenue. The 
American tariff is a tax levied for quite a 
different purpose, It isintended to prohibit 
importations and defeat revenue. It is in- 
tended to establish 2 minimum rate at which 
imported goods may be sold in the United 
States, thereby securing to the home pro- 
ducers of like goods a margin of price within 
which to sell their own goods in excess of 
the prices at which they could be otherwise 
purchased by consumers, In other words, 
it is a law securing to certain individuals a 
subsidy or bounty, to be by them collected 
of the people at large, to the defeat of 
revenue to the Government, and to the 
grievous wrong of consumers. 

Any Tariff act which has for its purpose 
the levying of a tax for any other end than to 
produce revenue for the Treasury is of ne- 
cessity unjust, oppressive, dishonest, and 
should be repealed, and to the extent to 
which any tariff act departs from the princi- 
ple of levying taxes for revenue, to that ex- 
tent the law becomes unjust, and should be 
repealed. 80 long, however, as members of 

‘Congress will abandon all regard for the fun- 
damental finciple of taxation for revenue 
will the revision of a Tariff law 


be a matter of difficulty. 
1842 was a Whig tariff, enac 


ported by New England. Up to the date of 
the War, New England was foremost in de- 
fense of the tariff for revenue only. But 
the on the tariff after the War 
was purely, of the nature of bounties; it 
was the establishment of 5 
legislation for special benefits. w 
revenue system became demoralized, and 
Congress became a mere clearing-house to 
settle the balances due from each gang of 
public plunderers to all other gangs of pub- 
lic plunderers. Abuses once tolerated, like 
habitual vices, are hard to overcome. The 
man who has a bounty on tin cans, glass 
bottles, or spice-mills, will never surrender 
it; he cares nothing for principles of gov- 
ernment. Like the pauper fed at the public 
expense, he educates himself to the belief 
that society, and especially the Government, 
owes him what he receives, and that it 
would be rank despotism to take from him 
what belongs to him. Members of Congress 
are weak, and they have not the courage to 
face these paupers, and tell them that the 
people must no longer be taxed to support 
them. 

In 1872, Congress was moved, on the eve 
of a Presidential election, to reduce the tax- 
ation by the tariff 10 per centon certain 
classes of goods. The fact of such reduc- 
tion was proclaimed as a wonderful stride in 
the way of reducing all taxation to the mini- 
mum. But in 1875—the manufacturers and 
importers, having large stocks of merchan- 
dise on hand, produced and imported under 
the reduced rates—Congress, under the pre- 
text of increasing the revenue, restored the 
10 per cent formerly taken off, thereby 
adding 10 per cent to the value of 
the whole bulk of the merchandise in the 
hands of the manufacturers and importers, 
giving them a clear gift of perhaps $100,000, - 
000. The pretense of increasing the revenue 
was, of course, false. The revenue from the 
increased tariff fell off, in the two years 1876 
and 1877, nearly $40,000,000. The tariff for 
the present year—1878—will not, probably, 
produce more than $118,000,000,—a loss of 
$40,000,000 compared with that of 1875. 
This is another illustration of the dishonesty 
practiced on the country under cover of 2 
tariff for protection and not for revenue, 

The actual contents of the Tariff bill now 
proposed in Congress we do not know. How 
far it may have been modeled on the princi- 
ple of taxation for revenue can best be de- 
termined when made public. We hardly ex- 
pect a perfect, or even a reasonably perfect, 
bill, but if it make any improvement on the 
present scandalous and shameless Tariff law, 
then we hope it will be passed. It is not 
possible to induce Congress to reform the 
system atone blow. Let it attack it and re- 
form it in detail, one abuse this year, and 
another abuse next year, and in time the 
legislation on the tariff will be brought to 
some degree of reason, intelligence, consis- 
tency, and honesty. 


STANLEY MATTHEWS AND PACIFIC RAIL- 
ROAD LEGISLATION. 

The position taken by Stantzy Matruews 
in the United States Senate relative to all 
legislation on existing Pacific Railroads and 
Pacific Railroads in spe is difficult to compre- 
hend on the theory of Mr. Marruews’ intel- 
ligence and sincerity, which we do not like 
to abandon. This gentleman is fighting for 
the Tom Scorr subsidy of $40,000,000 for 
the construction of the Texas & Pacific Rail- 
road, and against the Hunriveron proposi- 
tion to build the same road with private capi- 
tal and without a dollar’s cost to the Govern- 
ment. It is Mr. Marruews, too, who has 
reported the bill dictated by Jay Goutp rela- 
tive to the repayment of the Government 
advances to the existing Pacific Railroads, 
and in opposition to the Taurman bill, which 
is in the interest of the Government and the 
people. It is morally certain that not one 
voter out of twenty of either party in the 
State of Ohio, Which Mr. Marrarwe pro- 
fesses to represent, favors either of the 
two Pacific Railroad measures which he has 
thus taken under his special protection. We 
cannot explain his indifference to the senti- 
ments of his constituents except on the 
grounds that he is a sort of aczidental Sena- 
tor (filling out Secretary Surmman's unex- 
pired term), that he will go out of office 
within a year, and that his successor has 
already been elected. Nevertheless, he 
should be careful how he permits himself to 
be used in these matters by other Congress- 
men whose motives ere corrupt. | 

The bill reported by Mr. Marruews for 
the Railroad Committee, purporting to 
secure the payment of the Government 
bonds, and interest thereon, issued for the 
benefit of the Union and Central Pacific 
Roads, provides that the Government shall 
turn over for a sinking fund one-half the 
compensation due the railroads for Govern- 
ment service which has been withheld. This 
is estimated to be about $1,000,000 for each 
of the two companies named. To the 
sinking fund thus established, the two rail- 
roads are required to contribute semi-annual 
payment of $500,000. Itis estimated that 
this sum, together with the accumulation of 
interest added thereto every six months, will 
amount to something over $100,000,000, or 
about two-thirds of the entire debt due the 
Government from these two companies, in- 
cluding the principal and interest, by Jan. 1, 
1900, For the remainder of the debt (about 
$50,000,000) it is provided that each of the 
companies shall pay $1,000,000 a year for the 
ensuing twenty-five years. 

There are two points in this proposition to 
which we desire to diret special attention. 
The debt due the Government from the 
companies is estimated on the basis of sim- 
ple interest up to the maturity of the pria- 
cipal, which means that the interest past due 
and unpaid by the companies shall draw no 
interest; but the Government must allow 
compound interest on the semi-annual pay- 
ments. Thus the Union Pacific owes about 
$1,620,000 yearly interest; it does not pay 
any part of this interest, under the Mar- 
THEWS proposition, but in lieu thereof makes 
a semi-annual payment of $500,000 (or only 
$1,000,000 a year), on which the Government 
is required to allow compound interest. We 
fancy there was never before so impertinent 
a proposition made by debtor to creditor. 
But this is not all. The railroads, under the 
Marrarvs bill, and even with the help of 
compound interest in their favor, will not 
liquidate their entire indebtedness till the 
year 1925. But the debt matures in 1898, — 
thirty years from thé date when the bonds 
were issued,—and the time for repayment as 
originally fixed is thus extended twenty- 
seven years. That is to say, this bill of Mr. 
Marruews’ virtually grants a new subsidy to 
the Union and Central Pacific Railroads for 
twenty-seven years after the expiration of 
the present subsidy. Are the American 
people in a humor to give Jay Gobi and 
his Ring any such special benefit as this? 
The last Republican national platform de- 
clared against any further subsidizing of 
corporations and monopolies, and it is safe 
to say that the people are as much in earnest 
about this matter now as they were then. 

In Mr. Marrugwe’s report favoring this

Judiciary Committee (which has approved 
the Taunman bill), know fully as much law 
as Messrs. Marruzws and Dorsey, who are 
understood to be the promoters of the bill 
approved by the Railroad Committee. We 
have already recounted the principal points 
of the argument made by Judge Davis last 
week, in which he demonstrated beyond any 
question the power of Congress to pass and 
enforce the Taurman bill. 

The simple fact is that Mr. Matrurws ap- 
pears in the attitude of an advocate for the 
Jax Goto Ring interests. There are a 
couple of dozen great railroad sharks who 
have an income of about $12, 00, 000 a year 
from the three principal Pacific Roads,—the 
Union Pacific, Central Pacific, and Kan- 
sas Pacific,—and they draw this enormous 
revenue from stock which does not represent 
a dollar's investment. The $64,000,000 of 
Government money, the $55,000,000 of pri- 
vate money borrowed on a first-mortgage of 
the roads released through corrupt Con- 
gressional action, and the Government land- 
grant, not merely paid for the roads twice 
over, at their fair and honest cost, but ena- 
bled the Credit-Mobilier scoundrels to divide 
up among them $37,000,000, more or less. 
The stock of these roads, therefore, repre- 
sents no money paid in, but extortionate 
charges enables the holders thereof to de- 
clare dividends on it reaching as high as 8 
per cent per annum. Mr. Taveman’s bill 
proposes to put a stop to the payment of 
such dividends until the companies shall 
lave set aside each year an adequate sum for 
a sinking fund to provide for the liquidation 
of the Government railroad debt, principal 
and interest, at maturity. It is estimated 
that this can be accomplished by the 
annual payment of 25 per cent of the actual 
net earnings of the roads, which shall be 
estimated by deducting from the gross earn- 


ings the necessary expenses for operating the ) 


roads and keeping them in repair, and also 
the interest on the first-mortgage indebted- 
ness. This proposition is entirely fair and 
moderate, but that of Stanuzy Marruews is 
presented in strong contrast, inasmuch as it 
proposes to give the companies greater 
facilities than ever for continuing the pay- 
ment of dividends on watered stock and for 
swindling the Government. It is not strange 
that a gentleman who fathers this prop- 
osition should also favor giving Tom 
Soorr's Ring a subsidy of $40,000,000 to 
build another Pacific Road which will not 
cost that much. If Mr. Matruews has any 
consideration for public interest, he will fol- 
low the suggestion of the minority report 
of the House Committee on Pacific Rail- 
roads, and advocate the policy of having the 
Government build the Texas Pacific and 
make a present of it to the Tom Scorr Ring 
in preference to the proposition actually sub- 
mitted. It is certain that the Government 
would save money by this plan. If Mr. 
Matruews persists in his extravagant and 
indefensible position on Pacific Railroad 


legislation, and if his influence is at all 


dangerous, it will be better for Congress to 
postpone action for another year, after which 
Mr. Marruews will not be able to make any 
further trouble. 


OUR CORONER. 

In these days of public and private dis- 
gruntlement, it is refreshing to find one 
official, in the midst of city complications 
and county corruptions, with no stain upon 
his good name, and one who, notwithstand- 
ing the serious character of his operations 
down among the dead men, can present us 
at the close of his year with a fresh, breezy, 
picturesque, and philosophical statement of 
what he has been doing, investing his ghast - 
ly office with & sunny cheerfulness, and 
dressing up bis corpses in a rhetorical garb 
that is peculiarly attractive. Mr. Dierzsca’s 
Third Report more than sustains the reputa- 
tion he acquired with the other two, although 
of necessity he was compelled to go over 
the same ground. It is a proof, however, of 
his versatility that he can present the same 
topic to us in different ways without loss of 
interest. 

In commenting upon the great increase of 
murder and manslaughter, the Coroner goes 
to the very foundations, and finds that com- 
pulsory education is the great remedy. His 
educational ideas are peculiar, however, and 
take a botanical direction. He would have 
the teachers take the children out into the 
country, ‘over hill and valley, over mount- 
ains and fields, in the bracing and 
heart-refréshing Nature, to collect 
and capture specimens in the lonely mount- 
ains, in the dark moss of the forest, on the 
barren ridge of the rocks, and in verdant 
hillside meadows.” His idea is admirable 
in theory, but where are the mountains, and 
forests, and rocks in the vicinity of Chicago 
that will afford the opportunities he so 
temptingly describes? How will he induce 
the average small boy of the city to change 
his habits of the street, and, providing him- 
self with herbarium and net, hunt entomo- 
logical prey in the lonely mountain and 
gather the flora of the verdant hillside 
meadow so long as there is base-ball on the 
Lake-Front and perch to be caught off the 
Government pier? We have no doubt it 
would be better for-the small boy to take the 
Coroner's advice, instead of remaining in the 
city, where his mind is exposed to a putrid 
psychological process of fermentation,” 
which sometimes ends in wrapping his 
morally wrecked life-form in the invisible 
toga of a murderer’s candidacy.” But bow 
is it to be done ? 

It is when grappling with suicide and its 
causes, however, that the Coroner is at his 
best. He has made an exhaustive study of 
his favorite topic, and he summons Socrarss, 
XINOr non, Aagistoriz, Epicurus, Cicero, 
Cato, Lucretia, Sprmvoza, Kawr, Ficure, 
Lvuxioxnos, Gorruz, Scamizn, and Saax- 
sPzaRE to help him in its elucidation. Last 
year he discoursed very eloquently and 
learnedly on the subject, but this year he has 
extended bis researches, and has discovered 
an entirely new cause, which we give in his 
own words: From my observation the 
ennui and dolce far niente which are so fre- 
quently felt by women in hotels and board- 
ing-houses while their husbands are out at 
business, and the many hours of the day 
which they must spend in the lonely rooms 
without children or real occupation, are very 


There is no time for ennui or the other 
thing. One industrious woman in a board- 
ing-house can keep it in a ferment that will 
make it resemble a bee-hive, an ant-hill, or 
a hornet’s nest, as the case may be. The 
average landlady, who has the moral well- 
being of her boarders on her mind, will 
prevent them from being disturbed by ennui 
or dolce far niente, either day or night. It 
nearly always happens, also, that there is 
one person in every boarding-house of a 
gossipy nature who keeps all the rest by 


| the ears, so that no one has time to be dull. 


The Coroner has not gone deep enough in 
seeking for the causes of suicide that are 
developed in boarding-house life. We 
doubt not that the hash in more 
than one case has been the first cause 
that has led to self-slaughter. Muddy coffee, 
tough, grisly, fried steaks, or hairs in the 
butter, are sufficient to account for suicide, 
and it cannot be denied that these exist in 
a great many boarding-houses, and that 
there is a well defined relation, for instance, 
between a fiery red hair curied up in a dish 
of soup and that ultimate weariness of life 
which consigns one to despair and self- 
destruction. But so far as ennui and dolce 
fur niente are concerned, there is not a land- 
lady in Chicago who will admit that she 
keeps such things in her house. The Coro- 
ner closes his pleasant screed with a touch- 
ing peroration, setting forth the virtues and 
lamenting the untimely fate of the China- 
man Taum Fo, who suicided because of his 
desertion by a hard-hearted BDRT. He 
has built a rhetorical monument to his 
memory that was worth dying for, especially 
in this dull time for laundry business. 
Taking the report as a whole, it is caicu- 
lated to impress the general reading public 
with a cheerful and sunny view of Coroners’ 
quests that ought to make Mr. Drerzscu’s 
business excellent for the remainder of his 
term. 

THE SIZE OF MR. BLAINE - 

Blamz's case against Secretary Scnunz 
appears to be that Prussia isn’t much of a 
country. Secretary Schon is a native of 
Prussia ; a reflection on that country is sup- 
posed to be a reflection upon him ; and it is, 
in Mr. Branm's opinion, a great reproach 
upon Prussia that she contains fewer square 
miles than Montana. This disgraceful in- 
sufficiency of area of Mr. Scuvaz’s native 
land is esteemed by Mr. Brame a complete 
rejoinder to the Secretary's argument in the 
timber-land controversy, and a vindication of 
the thieves. We do not agree with this 
opinion. Prussia may be small, but she is 
important. She cuts a figure in history 
and in European politics. She has con- 
siderably more wealth, more population, 
more learning, and more cultivation, per- 
haps, than Mr. Bramme native State has. 
Besides, it makes no difference what kind of 
a State Prussia is. Mr. Scuurz has ceased 
for some thirty years to be a citizen of Prus- 
sia. He is a citizen of the United States, 
and a good citizen, too. He has a wider ac- 
quaintance with the English language and 
literature, with American social and political 
history, and with the duties of the office of 
Secretary of the Interior, than Mr. Bram 
has. When he was in the Senate, there was 
not a member of it who did not re- 
spect his ability. The very men who ap- 
plauded Mr. BLanm'es inimitable humor 
last week were silent under the rebukes of 
Scuvaz during the French arms debate and 
they applaud Bianve now is that they have 
a lively recollection of Scuurz as he was 
then. 

The merits of this timber-land controversy 
are so plain that the wayfaring man, though 
a fool, need not err. Secretary Scuvunz dis- 
covered, soon after taking office, that the 
tim ber-lands owned by the Government were 
being regularly plundered, not by individuals, 
but by companies. The profits of these 
companies were enormous. It was shown 
that, in some instances, they had doubled 
and trebled their capital fn a single year. 
Some of those organized under the ‘act 
authorizing the construction of the Pacific 
Railways, and the use of Government timber 
for this purpose,continued in operation long 
after the railways had been 
Others without even the semblance of author- 
ity were cutting thousands of cords from 
Government lands. There were two suff 
cient reasons for stopping this traffic. The 
first was that it was depriving the Govern- 
ment lands of their value. The se- 
ond was that it promised to cause a perma- 
nent injury to the country. Ihe effects of 
stripping any territory of its timber have 
been often enough shown. They have been 
exhibited in Spain, w ence is at- 
tributed more to the loss of her forests than 
to any other single cause; again in France, 
where the Government has prohibited the 
felling of timber, except under specific 
authority; again in Germany, where new 
forests have been planted to supply the 
places of those wastefully consumed ; again 
in India and China, where frightful famines 
have followed the removal of the timber 
and the consequent diminished rainfall. 
Under the circumstances, Secretary Scaurz 
felt it to be his duty to bring the destruction 
of the American forests to the attention of 
Gongress and the people. Since the timber- 
lands could not be taken up under the Home- 
stead and Pre-emption laws, he was unable 
to procure any settlement with the depreda- 
tors through the office of the Land Com- 
missioner. He had not even the authority 
to sell the timber and put the 
proceeds in the Treasury. He there- 
fore, in the exercise of his discretion, 
imposed a tax of $1 per cord stumpage on 
all the wood removed from Government 
land, intending thus to bring the matterfully 
before Congress, if his charge should appear 
to be burdensome. It certainly was not in 
itself unreasonable. Private owners of the 
land, it is safe to say, would not let a cord of 
wood be cut for less than $2 or $3, whereas 
Scuvunz charged only $1. The price was, if 
anything, too little. But Mr. Bran at 
once constituted himself the special cham- 
pion of the timber-thieves, and came for- 
ward with a proposition that the stumpage 
should be 15 cents per cord. In so doing he 
admitted that Secretary Scnunz had not ex- 
ceeded his authority, but, at the most, merely 
erred in the exercise of his discretion. He 
cast a doubt even on the sincerity of this 
last position by attacking the Secretary with 
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The conduct of Mr. Bram in this affair 
raises a question as to his own size, which is 
a matter of more pertinence to the discussion 
than the size of the Kingdom of Prussia. As 
a past and prospective candidate for the Presi- 
dency, he occupies a large share of public at- 
tention. The philosopher says that man 
shows his true nature when suffering from 
disappointment ; and we may consequently 
believe that Mr. Bramm has been more his 
true self since his great disappointment at 
Cincinnati than ever before. There is noth- 
ing more surprising about his true self than 
the smallness of it. If he had been any 
way a large man, he would have managed to 
conceal his disappointment. He would have 
discussed public questions from a broad, 
statesmanlike platform; and pretend. 
ed to love his country more than 
himself, whether he did or not. He 
has not made this hollow pretense. 
He has been the spoiled child of the 
Senate ever since the session began. He has 
constantly obtruded his personality upon it, 
and has played the demagogue—whether in 
his attack upon Massachusetts, in his two- 
faced position on the Silver bill, or in this 
present warfare upon Secretary Scnunz. In 
bringing every question to the test of per- 
sonal advantage or disadvantage, he has in- 
vited personal criticism, and has had more 
than enough of it from such as 
the Boston Advertiser, the New York 7'imes, 
the Cincinnati Commercial, and the St. Louis 
Globe. In short, he has damaged his Presi- 
dential prospects from sheer pettishness and 
incapacity ; and he has not even the gratifi- 
cation of his malice to show for the surren- 
der of his hopes and his ambition.

DAVISON--ROBERTSON. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wavuxreean, Lake Co., III., March 18.—The 
town is filling up with witnesses and others ip- 
terested in the trial of Peter Davison for the 
murder of John Robertson, which will be called 
at 9 o’cl to-morrow morning before Judge 
Cody.. No case ever tried in Lake County has 
excited so much interest among all ciasses as 
has tluis one, for, although the homicide occur- 
red in Ela Township, on the other side of this 
county, Robertson was well known here and all 
through the neighborhood. There are about 
sixty witnesses subpœused, and considerable 
trouble is expected in getting a jury. 

Robertson was perhaps the most prominent 
eitizen of the county, and, outside of Lake 
Forest, one vf the wealthiest. He was about 65 
years of age, and had resided in the Town of 
Ela for forty years. At the time of his death 
he owned fully 2,000 acres of land in that and 
adjoining townships and in McHenry County, 
and his wealth was estimated at from $100,000 
to $200,000. He left three sons and five 
daughters, three of the latter being unmarried. 
Peter Davison, who now stands charged with 
the murder of his old neighbor, has also re- 
sided over forty years in the county, and owned

twe Biair hela the old man and bis son without 
bail to await the result of the inquest. This 
was held on the next day, Sunday, and the Cor- 
ober’s jury returned a verdict of “willful 
murder against Davison, and recommend- 
ea that the son be held as accessory. 
80 great were the anticipations of a 
lynching that Constable Jayne procured a 
guard, and conveyed the prisoners by a circuit- 
ous route to Waukegan, whence, as Lake Coun- 
ty bas no jail, sy A were removed to Chicago.

O' Donovan Rossa Lectures to 200 People at 
Toronto, with 10,000 Philistines Outside— 
The Hypocrite Rine-~Long Hair—Other 
News.

Toroato, Ont., March 18.—O’Donovan Rossa 
arrived in Hamilton yesteraay from Buffalo. He 
remained there over vight, and came on to To- 
ronto to-day, arriving here by the Great West- 
ern Railway about 11:30 a.m. He was accom- 
panied by one companion. On approaching the 
city Rossa evinced considerable uneasiness, and, 
being uncertain as to the nature of his recep- 
tion, jumped from the train when 500 or 600 
yards from the station, followed by his com- 
panion, and proceeded to the house of a friend, 
where he remained quietly till this evening. 
Shortly after dark crowds commenced to gather 
on the streets in the vicinity of 
St. Patrick's Hall, and at one time there must 
have been at least 10,000 people on King street, 
between Yonge street and the St. Lawrence 
Market, the building in which St. Patrick’s Hall 
is situated. The volunteers were held in readi- 
ness in the drill-shed close by. The regular 
police-force, augmented by a large number of 
specials, kept the crowd moving about. The 
precautions taken to preserve the peace were 
complete. The police kept hustling the crowd 
about and breaking up all knots of men as they 
congregated on the sidewalk or middle of the 
road.

Rail freights were quoted back to the old rates, 
the basis being 20e per 100 lbs on grain to New 
York. Very few parties in the trade expected that 
the advanced figures would be long maintained, as 
there is no reason for strength, with the season of 
navigation open at any time vessel-owners may 
choose to venture their property out, and no 
pressure from big stocks waiting to go forward. 

The leading produce markets were comparative- 
ly steady yesterday, with a fair volume of bust - 
ness transacted. Wheat and oats were stronger, 
other breaastuffs exhibited little change. and pro- 
visions were somewhat easier in the middle of the 
day, but closed firmer. Console were quoted 
lower, and rather irregular, while other 
markets were stronger on wheat, which 
tended to cause an advance in grain here, 
and the same result would have been 
a legitimate consequence of the decline in rail 
freighta, bat that the latter fact aid not seem to be 
known, as most of the shipments now being made 
are on contracts for room made previous to the 
late advance. The weather threatened another 
storm, which may reduce the volume of receipts at 
this point. Dry-goods jobbers were fairly busy. 
Orders are coming in very freely from all parts of 
the interior, and the purchases of buyers who 
are present in-person also make a liberal aggregate. 
The grocery market was without pronounced new 
features. There wasa fair, though not active, 
movement in staple and fancy goods, and, ex- 
cevting coffees and teas, for both of which lower 
quotations were given, the general tenor of prices 
was steady. There was a weak and unsettled feel- 
ing in the butter and cheese markets, and an eariy 
decline in prices is looked for. Prites of dried 
fruits remain as before, ruling steady. Fish 
were fairly active and generally steady. Codfish, 
however, was 25c per 100 lbs lower, bank being 
quoted at $4.00@4.25, and George's at $5.00@ 
5.25. The leather trade was quiet, with prices 
rather easy. Bagging was unchanged. Oils, 
paints, and colors were held at previous prices. 
There was a small demand for coal and wood at 
nominally unchanged prices. 

Lumber was fairly active and frm. The move- 
ment is chiefly in common stuff. but all grades of 
lumber are strong, in view of the probability of a 
small production this season. The demand for 
building materials was onty fair at recent prices. 
Wool, hides, broom-corn, and hops were un- 
changed. Hay was salable at the 
given prices, timothy being preferred. 
The seed market was less active, excepting timo- 
thy. which advanced under a brisk demand, with 
insufficient offerings. Clover was lower, flax dull, 
and the late seeds more active. The offerings of 
poultry were very fight, and fresh stock was 
quoted at former prices, with a limited inquiry 
from the city retail trade. The offerings of eggs 
were large, and prices declined le per doz.

CITY AND COUNTY. 

Mr. Burling submitted a lengthy opinion of the 
County-Attorney reviewing the relations of the 
city and county in reference to the building of the 
new Court-Honse, and especially with reference to 
the power of the latter to compel the former to 
builda dome. The opinion, after quoting and dis- 
cussing the action of botn the city and county, con- 
cludes as follows: 

While it appears that there is material for litigation,

THE STREET- CARS. 
LICENSING CONDUCTORS AND DRIVERS. 

** What is your opinion of this project to license 
street-car conductors and drivers!“ said a Tris- 
uNE reporter yesterday to Mr. J. Russell Jones, 
President of the West Division Railway Company. 

Didn't know there was any such proect, was 
the reply. There was a project to license the 
cars, bat the Law Department reported to the 
Council that that could not be legally done. No,I 
hadn't heard of this other thing.” 

There is some talk of it among the Alder- 
men. 

Well, I don't see why they should single out 
street-car drivers and conductors. They are not 


like hackmen,—proprietors of the vehicles they 
drive,—but are dependent on their salaries, 
which are certainly none too much. The im- 
position of a tax, whether paid by the 
Company cn their wages or by the mea themselves, 
could only have one result. It would bring them 
to starvation and ruin. Those that could possibly 
get anything else to do would quit, and we would 
have to supply their places with an inferior class 
of men. As itis, our conductors and drivers are 
apretty decent, respectable lot of men, but they 
can't live and support their families on much, if 
anything, less than they are getting. There are 
probably over 000 conductors and drivers in the 
three Divisions. Now, in order to have this license 
pay the city anything. it must be so large as to 
work hardship to an already overworked class, 
not any too well paid, although paid quite 
as well as the companics can afford 
in these days of cheap fares and 
com paratively little riding. A license fee so small 
that they could pay it without crippling themseves 
would do the city no good. But the principle of 
the thing itself is wrong, as I viewit. Why a 
street-car driver or conductor should be required 
to have a license any more than a clerk, a saics- 
man, Or a newspaper reporter I can't see. 
‘**Possibly those who want your men licensed 
think the Companies will put up the wages that 
much, sc that the men will not suffer thereby.“ 
Well. then, they will find themselves mis- 
taken, that’s all. One of the members of the 
Committee to whom tne subject of licensing tne 
care was referred, came to see me one day, and 
asked me if we should oppose it. told him 
no. Heexpressed a good dealof surprise, but 
when lI told him we would put up the fare to five 
cents instead of four, in case we hadto pay the 
license, and thus increase our revenues by about 
$75, 000 a year, while we paid the city $25 a car, 
he saw how it would work, and was net disposed to 
regard itinso favorable a light. Weare selling 
tickets now—twenty-five rides—for 81, or at the 
rate of 4cents aride. We arenot obliged to 
do that, but in view of the hard times we 
agreed to it. The regular fare is five cents, and 
we are not obliged to carry people for anything 
less. By selling tickets of twenty-five rides for 
1, we actually make a voluntary donation of 
75,000 a year to the people of the West Side. 
Now, if they license our men, and expect us to pay 
the license and keep the men's wages up just the 
same, we shall stop selling rides at this rate, and 
go back to five-cent fares. The city would make 
a few thousand dollars, and the people would pay 
$75, 000 a year more than they are now paying for 
their car-fare, provided the same number ride.” 
lt would appear that the scheme of licensing 
drivers and conductors is attended with more or 
less difficulty.

LUMBER. 


A SPECIAL MEETING OF THE LUMBER EX- 
CHANGE. 

was held yesterday afternoon in the room at No. 
234 South Water street, the particular object of 
which was to discuss the action of the Northwest- 
ern Retail Lumber Dealers“ Association, and to 
take steps to prevent that body from imposing on 
the members of the Chicago Exchange. It is said 
that the country dealers (the Northwestern Lum- 
ber Dealers’ Association), in order te prevent the 
Chicago lumber merchants from gelling directly to 
country consumers, have sent forth the edict that 
unless they paid $10 into the treasury of the 
Northwestern Association for every car-load of 
lumber so sold they would be blackballed, 
which means that none of the members of 
the country association would deal 
with the Chicago offenders afterward. 
The fact that several of the members of the Ex- 
change had been blackballed caused considerable 
indignation, and a resolve to hurl back the edict in 
the countrymen’s faces. 

The following firms and corporations, represent- 
ing 374, 000, 000 feet of lumber, were represented 
at the meeting: Kirby, Carpenter & Co., Henry 
Barker & Co., Ludington, Wells & Van Schaick, 
. C. Thompson Co., 8. K. Martin, Mears, 
Bates 4 Co., B. L. Anderson Lumber Company, 
Dean Bros., Skeel & Co., South Branch Lumber 
Company, A. R. Gray & Co., Hamilton, Merriman 
& Co., H. Witbeck Lumber Company, and others. 

Malcom McDonald was called to the chair in the 
absence of the President. 

Considerable epeechmaking was done, in which 
a number of the gentlemen expressed their senti- 
ments in well set terms. The talk resuited in a 
resolution, as follows: 

Resotred, That we will not submit to the demands of 
the Northwestera Dealers Association. 

A vote on the resolution stood 28 to 1, and the 
gentleman who voten in the negative said he did 
not propose to solicit the trade of the consumers, 
and yet he would not pay the assessment of the 
country dealers. 

After some further discussion, 8. K. Martins 
offered the following resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, That we, as lumber-dealers of Chicago, 
and as members of the Chic Lumber Exchange, do 
not desire and will not solicit the trade of others be- 
sides dealers; still, at the same time, we reserve the 
right of sctiing lumber to who:msoever we 
that we will not be dictated to by the so- 
western lietail Lumber Association, . 
tions of similar character, and that we regard their 
ciaims upon us and their efforts to dictate to to 
whom we shall sell. as unjust and entirely impractica: 
ble, and wil! not accede to them. 

A great deal of time was exhausted in discussing 
the advisibility of sending forth the last resolution 
with the signature of the members of the Exchange 
attached, and it was finally decided that a dacking 
by the Exchange was enough to give the docu- 
ment force and effect. The Secretary was in- 
structed to send forth the counter-edict. — 

C. C. Thompson, from a Special Committee, re- 

rted a memoria) to both Houses of Congress for 
he repeal of the Bankrupt law. The report of the 
Committee was adopted, and the memorial was 
signed by those present. 

The Exchange then adjourned.

FLOURISHING CONDITION OF THE TRADE HERE. 

A Chicago commercial paper says: 

No city in the country can exhibit as creditable a 
record in the doot and shoe industry as Chicago. 
While there have been heavy failures in this bue- 
iness in every Other prominent city and manufac- 
turing centre during the yon year, it is a note- 
worthy fact that not a single one has occurred here, 
although the Chicago trade in such goods - 
gates the enormous amount of $14, 000, in 

877. This goes toshow not only the vast propor- 
tions of tnie mercantile and manufacturing inter- 
est in our midst, but likewise the high character 
and stability of those engaged in the business. 

It also epeaks volumes in favor of Chicago's ad- 
vantages as a manufacturing point in this im- 
portant branch of epterprise—such advantages as 
enable her to successfully compete with all other 
markets, either old or new, in supplying the West- 
ern and Southern trade; and, indeed, the work- 
manlike, finely-finished products of our shoe- 
factories are steadily working their way into favor 
among buyers in sections more than haif wa 
toward the strongholds of this production an 
trale in Philadelphia, New York. and New En- 
gland. Eastern manufacturers are comprehend- 
ing the situation, and several of them are — 
their attention to this city as affording unequal 
facilities for the pursait of this business, and, as 
is the case in other lines, they will come to the 
wise conclusion that their interests can be most 
certainly subserved by transferring their establish- 
ments to the great central metropolis. 

Aside from the advantages secured here in the 
way of natural position and unparalleled trans- 
portation facilities, there are other important 
factors that favor us to a degree worthy of con- 
sideration. One is, Chicago beinga leading hide 
and leather market, stock is conveniently procur- 
able at the lowest figures. Another is, expenses of 
living here are some 20 per cent less than in Egst- 
ern cities; consequently labor is about that mach 
cheaper, —a very important item in tne cost of pro- 
duction, All these points being taken into ac- 
count, it will readily be understood why Chicago 
boot and shoe manufacturers can undersell their 
Eastern competitors, run them into bankruptcy, 
and at the same time show a balance-sheet that 
verifies the transaction of business on a fair margin 
for profit.
